The 
remains were brought to this city 
and interred in St.

A LIV ING TO WER. 

Captain Meeker's Unique Idea In the 
Building Line. 

What Is known as the "living tow 
er," says a writer in the Wide World 
Magazine, stands on the very summit 
of a bill more than 200 feet high .it 
Camp Meeker, a summer resort lu So 
noma county, Cal It was Captain 
Meeker, an old pioneer, who first con 
celved the Idea of building a tower on 
the very summit of a high hill near bis 
hotel, and while looking around one 
day for a suitable site he found four 
young redwood trees standinc about 
twelve feet apart, representing n per 
feet square The trees were each 
about 150 feet high Fifty feet of each 
top was lopped off. and the work or 
building six stories was then coin 
meueed Kroui top to bottom the II v 
ing tower was a hundred feet high 

Each floor is ubout VI b.v 12 feet and 
rests on strong timbers, the ends ol 
which ure securely attached to the four 
trees by means of steel cubles and 
bolts. So strongly was every part 
braced that the whole structure does 
not move as much as one would untu 
rally suppose, even when rocked b.v 
heavy winds In the building great 
rare was taken by the workmen to cut 
ouly the branches growing ou the in 
side of the square, and the trees were 
not chopped, mutilated or weakened 
any more tbau could be avotded. 

Leading up from eueh story are 
broad stnirwuys. so that one may as 
cend aud descend with ease and per 
feet safety, while around the edge of 
each floor are strong railings to pre- 
vent accidents 'Since this tower was 
completed the trees have growu aud 
flourished Just us well as before This 
living tower is claimed to be the ouly 
nue of its kind lu the world 
.

Athletic] Director. 

Director of Athletics E. R. 
Sweetland, of Kentucky State 
University, handed to President 
H. S. Barker, of the university, 
his resignation from his position 
in the institution, to take effect 
now or in June, as the university 
authorities see fit. 

W hen seen. Mr. Sweetland ad- 
mitted that he had resigned, but 
refused to discuss the matter or 
his reasons for his resignation. It 
is understood, however, that his 
resignation is due to embarrass 
ments and incompatibilities grow- 
ing out of the recent trouble fol- 
lowing the burning of the office of 
Prof. F. Paul Anderson, at the 
university, for which K. S. Webb, 
Jr., and Thomas H. Butler are 
now under indictment, and of the 
charges brought by Mr. Webb 
against Mr. Sweetland, on one of 
which he was dismissed in Justice 
Dodd's court and on two others of 
which he was indicted by the 
grand jury at the same time. It 
is also understood that Mr. Sweet- 
land wished to save the university 
any possible embarrassment which 
might grow out of these cases. 

Mr. Sweetland came to State 
University three years ago and 
has coached the teams with the 
exception of last year, when he 
was engaged in a similar capacity 
with Miami University, at Oxford, 
O. Under his guidance the Uni- 
versity teams have been uniformly 
successful, and he has made him- 
self \ery popular with the students 
and athletes of the university dur- 
ing his stay here. Before coming 
to Lexington, Mr. Sweetland 
coached athletic teams at Cornell, 
Syracuse, Colgate and Ohio State 
Universities. 

Mr. Sweetland announced no 
plans for the future, and would 
not talk of his plans. 

The resignation of Mr. Sweet- 
land, handed to President Barker, 
is as follows: 

"Lexington, Ky., Jan. 15, 1913. 
"President H. S. Barker, Ken- 
tucky State University. 
"My Dear President— I hand 
you my resignation to take effect 
immediately or in June, as you 
may elect.

It Led to the Richest Depoaita of Gold. 
In a Relatively 8mall Territory. Ever 
Discovered — Day* of Strenuous Life 

The Bonanza trail began at Port 
Laramie. Wyo. It ran east of tbe Owl 
Creek mountains, west of tbe Big 
Hum mountains. In a northwest direc- 
tion to Livingston and Bozeman. then 
forking to the present Helena and Vir- 
ginia City. In war and Indian depart- 
ment annals It Is known as tbe Boze- 
man trail. Immediately, however. It 
was given the more romantic name, 
and for the best of reasons It led to 
what were the richest deposits of gold. 
In a relatively s 
world bad ever 

Out of Alder gulch and Last Chance 
gulch, within 200 miles of each other 
in Montana, was taken. In ten short 
years, considerably more than $oOO. 
UUU.UUU in pure gold, it was anybody's 
fortune, and tbe wonderful luck of the 
California gold diggers a few years be 
fore roused men to brave every bard 
■blp for these prizes. 

It did not matter at all that these 
gulches were 2.000 miles from tbe 
nearest rallrond and tbnt other golu 
fields were far easier to reach, flpre 
was tbe great El Dorado, and with 
out a qualn the gold seekers hurried 
Into tbe unknown territory, defying 
Red Cloud and every otber Indian, out- 
law, renegade and holdup man. 

How many lives were sucriflced along 
this trail to wealth will never he 
known. All that is certain Is th.11 
there never was another chapter lu the 
world's history like this. The Mag 
road Into the mysterious country and 
tbe settlements of mining camps grev. 
up almost in a single night 1 Iht> 
were only five men in the little part> 
when Bill Falrweather "washed" the 
first pan in Alder gulch and made a dis 
covery even more wonderful than any 
In tbe palmy days of California or 
even In the later era of the Klondike. 

Two years later Alder gulch, at one 
of the Bonanza trail's two end9. wu* 
among the most picturesque places in 
the country. The world was ransacked 
for men and women to g ve perforin 
ances at the theaters, to offer free en 
tertalnment to the patrons of the vari 
ous resorts The gold hunters, gorged 
with prosperity, wanted amusements 
Fine restaurants were opened and food 
brought in at great expense from be 
yond the seas The smallest money 
was a twenty-five cent pinch of gold 
dust, taken from a pouch It bought 
less than a copper cent does in an) 
pan of the United Stutes today. 

Meantime an unending stream of 
people poured into the new country 
It is estimated !>y some that IMJ.000 in 
all took the trail at Fort Laramie. 

The days of tbe trail were those 01 
frenzied lawlessness, und many are the 
picturesque stories that have come 
dowu. Over the big road disputes 
about curds were of daily occurrence 
Tbe inaii who started au argument did 
80 with the knowledge that it was his 
life or the other man s. for be was call 
lng Into question tiie "honor" ot the 
"shark." Swindlers sold "mines, 
fought with their proposed victims ami 
killed without compunction. 

Armed robbers ran off stock, stole 
horses from oue class of Immigrants 
asd sold them to another. As tbe 
bor.e wns tbe sole menus of transput- 
tatioi. aud vuluable beyond human life 
•boss stealing" was set dowu by the 
"districts" as a crime punishable b\ 
death. There were few courts, und 
such us there were were miles frou. 
the trail. A Jury would hence be at 
once Impaneled umoug those present 
tbe mau tried and if found guilty bnug 
ed to a tree without ceremony 

Hotels flourished aud were prosper 
ous beyond Imaglnlug. for every oue 
spent mouey. and there waa much 
flauutlug In the higher grade estab 
llshmeuts beverages were served in cut 
gloss; champagne was common. Even 
resort was crowded with people. I'he 
newcomers frequented these places In 
quest of Information, paid 'Jfi cents for 
a glass of beer made from barley 
grown by the ex-Confederate soldiers 
at Bozeman and sold to the Virginia 
breweries for 8 cents a pound, and not 
enough could be received to supply the 
demand. Table board cost $7 a day 
for the very cheapest, aud If one slept 
Id a chair In the hotel lobby at night, 
when the rooms were all reuttd. he 
paid $l.nO for the privilege. 

Qold was tbe only medium of es 
change. A pinch of it. between the 
forefinger uud tbe thumb, as tins been 
suld. couuted 25 cents There would 
be a temleucy with some men to tuke 
Just a little hit more. When that ten 
dency was noticed in a man he was 
given hours to leave town— aud It was 
seldom over two hours The wise man 
did not stand on ceremony or protest- 
be "vamoosed." in camp vernacular. 

Tbe newspapers of the city sold for 
28 cents a copy, red hot from tbe press 
and full of newa of lynchlugs. new dig 
gluga. "clean ups." "hold upa," "tmit 
men" and gosalp of a breezy charac 
tei Ham aud eggs to order coat $2.MJ 
Eggs were worth SO cents apiece and 
id ordinary meal of deer or buffalo 
meat, with potatoes or coffee and 
bread, was never less than $1.60. A 
waa very poor to get down to fare 
na that

This is a startling innovation 
coming after so many startlers, 
but Max Aron, secretary of the 
Dressmakers' Union of America, 
and otherwise high in authority 
on women's dress, declares it is 
here. 

"The woman of the future will 
find three garments sufficient," 
said Aron. "Exclusive of shoes 
and stockings, she will wear a 
union suit, the lower part in the 
form of tights, a small corset of 
comparatively few bones, and she 
will wear a close-litting, one-piece 
dress, with very slight or cveu no 
lining. Some women today are 
wearing only these three garments ' 

Mr. Aron went calmly on: "I 
believe that the underwear indus 
try has fallen off 75 per cent, in 
the last three years. Lacy, ruffled 
lingerie is now a drug on the mar- 
ket. Underwear is dead. 

"The change didn't come all at 
once. It began ten years ago. 
The Hannel petticoat went tirst. 
The shirtwaist then struck the 
knell of dress lining. Then it was 
discovered that unlined skirts could 
be built. Seven years ago the 
one-piece dress suddenly came to 
the front. Then went belts anil 
collars. When the hobble skirt 
came in three years ago the under- 
skirt went out. Women soon 
stopped wearing three petticoats, 
then decided two was too many, 
and finally took to wearing tights. 
Everything is toward simplicity. 
Four dresses and a hat can now be 
bought for what one complete out- 
lit once cost. Even the hats are 
untrimmed.

Ing of the forbidden fruit. The 
next generation *n w murder 
resulting from Jenlotwy. Blnre the 
Bible tenches that our first pnrents 
were perfect, the Image of their Crea- 
tor, the question arises. How could 
such noble pnrentage bring forth a son 
of Cain 1 * evil disposition? 

Csln was not degenerate in the pres- 
ent acceptance of that word. Un- 
doubtedly he was a great man In many 
ways. But be was birth-marked, as 
all are. with self- 
ishness. After 
his pnrents wen- 
expelled from 
Eden, after they 
began to toil with 
sweat of face. Cain 
was born. The 
period of his ges- 
tation was surely 
one of much men- 
tal distress to his 
mother. As she 
murmured respect- Sacrifice, of Abel and 
lng the loss of Caln - 
Eden, she marked her child with dis- 
content and selfishness. By the time 
Abel was born, doubtless our first par- 
ents had become reconciled to their fate. 

We are In this not Justifying murder, 
but tnking a sympathetic view of the 
murderer's ense, as God did. He con- 
demned the sinner, and arranged for 
his punishment; but none of His mes- 
sages to the murderer Indicated hatred. 

So pnrents. correcting their children, 
should allow no sentiment to control 
their hearts contyiry to the best inter- 
ests of their children. So the laws of 
men in dealing with crime should be 
as severe as seems necessary in the in- 
terests of society, but should never be 
vengeful. They should recognize that 
mankind were born in sin. The venge 
ance of the law should be sympathet- 
ically enforced, to warn others agnlnst 
evil-doing. 

With great satisfaction we note that 
our prisons are being turned into re- 
formatories. Judges in pronouncing 
sentence, especially against murderers, 
are often fatherly and tender. The 
feeling that terrible responsibility is 
associated with the taking of human 
life, even Judicially, is right. A cer- 
tain weakness, however, manifests it- 
self in opposition to capital punish- 
ment. This, we believe, results from 
misunderstanding the Divine Word. 

In the case of Cain. God especially 
prohibited the execution of the crimi- 
nal. Nevertheless, the Divine Law- 
stands: "Whoso sheddeth man's blood, 
by uiau shall his blood be shed." The 
careful observance of this Law. with 
a spirit of kindness and sympathy, but 
with proper ignominy, seems necessary 
to the preservation of order. Weak- 
ness In this respect encourages crimi- 
nality, and furnishes an excuse for 
mob law and violence. 

General misapprehension of the Di- 
vine I'lan has led up to the weakness 
which opposes capital punishment 
This wrong view led us to believe that 
the murderer passed at death into end- 
less torture, and we hesitated to plunge 
a fellow-creature iuto such misery. 
Bible students are now learning that 
this delusion came from the Dark Ages 
Our forefathers. Imagining (iod to be 
worse than themselves, twisted Scrip 
ture to support their errors 

The Bible teaches that mankind fall 
asleep at death, to awake after Mes 
slab establishes His Kingdom. The Bi 
ble statement is that all. good and 
bad. go to one great slumber-house, the 
tomb— Sheol. Hades Messiah so loved 
the world that He gave His life for the 
redemption of mankind. As soon as 

He shall have so ted His Church. He 

will establish His glorious Klugdoim 
-pen the prison doors, set nt lil>erty the 
captives of death, and bring all to an 
accurate knowledge of the Truth. 
"Sin Croucheth at the Door." 
Cain was Jealous liecnuse God maul 
Tested favor toward Abel's offering, 
while rejecting his own. Cain should 
have rejoiced with Abel, aud brought 
a similar offering Cod warned him 
that his spirit of 
selfishness was 
sin. crouching at 
the door of his 
heart, and advised 
h i in to conquer 
this beastly spirit. 
Cain heeded not 
the warning. 

Abel's blood 
died, figuratively, 
to Divine Justice.
